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ABSTRACT / • 

A project was conducted at the University of Illinois 
(1)' to test and refine the components of the dissemination system 
developed for program improve^ment efforts in the state; and 12} to 
provide technical assista'nce to funding agency staff, project staffs, 
and persons/netvforJcs/agencieB that facilitate access to a product in 
the dissemination process. During the year-long project, -five major * 
activities were conducted. 'FTrs^, disseminjation activities were, 
'planned for two ptroducts ("A Word Processing Guide" developed in West 
Virginia," and *^Job Creation" curriculum materials developed in. 
Illinois)', thus testing the components of the dissemination system 
developed for program improvement. Seconfl, inservice education 
activitires were conducted for persons/netwprks/agencies ,which 
facilitate access* to a product in order to enhance awareness, 
understanding, and participation in the dissemination process. Thi^s 
activity included a conferen^ce which' is summarized in -the report. For 
the third activity, collaboration efforts were made with the Illinois^ 
Depactirtent of Adult, Vocat ionalp^^nd/T^chaical Educatioj? in 
articulation of vocational edutation' dissemination effo.r-ts' within the 
state. Fourth, c6mmuni caption was continu^4.jnJ/h di sseJiHnat ion 
specialists nationwide to glean helpful information,^ insights', 'and 
ideas from others' ongoing efforts to aid development of the Illinois 
dissemination system. Fianlly, 400 copies of a "dissemination manual" 
focusing on the^compon^ts of ^the dissemination system were - 
developed, printed, and disseminated to enhance coordination and 
collaboration for effective dissemination. Recommendations for 
implementing the dissemination system were made . .

those attending. Copies of both forms are' included in Exhibit A. ' The ^ 
workshop/pre'sentationj^ forms were used to tollect names and' addres^s 
of product recipients; Only those attendees who agreed to! be' part of a. 
follow-up study (3 months after receiving the product)? to determine product 
usage, received a complimentary copy of the material. Exhibit A contains 
the data gathered , from the presentation/workshop review* ^ 

A follow-up survey form and cover letter were developed for the 
Word Processing Guide and yie Job Creation curriculum. BotK forms ar^ 
included in Exhibit A, The Word Processing Follow-up was sent to 171' ' 
product recipients on May 11, 1982 with a return date of no later than 
June 15, 1982. Data from this foVlow-up (Exhibit A) wgre compiled for 
the 87 forms returned by June 1 , 1982, for inclusion in this report.' A 
similar folfow-up survey form' and cover letter were developed for 'the 
Job Creation curriculum (see Exhibit A) with the recommendation that 
follow-up of this product^s usage be completed during September., 1982. .

nation. The survey was sent/to 300 people on March 22, 1932. Jhe sample * 
consisted^of 50 vocationaf directors, 50 secondary principals, 50 project 
directocs, 50 counselors, and 100 linkers,* A reminder postcard was seht 
on April 9 to 174 individuals, and ^ remil>der letter was sent(with a 
second instrument to 123 people who had hot responded as of May 24, 1982. 
Copies of the instrument, cover letter, reminder postcard and second 
reminder letter are included in Exhibit C, As of June 9, 74 percent of 
the survey^s had been returned. The data are being c6mpiled for analysis

The ,third activity'aimed at providing inservice to the groups in- 
volved in dissemination consisted of the^development of an article to be 
submitted for publ icationN'n the Illinois Vocational Educatiqn Journal 
Input for the article was obtained from Catjienine Batsch (developer).

General Rgview Procedures , 

Dissemination Project staff reviewed sixty of the seventy-one 
project proposals funded for fiscal year 1982 by the Illinois State Board 
of Education, Department of Adult, Vocational and Technical Education, 
Researcl) and Development Section. The list of proposals reviewed is 
included in Appendix A-1 . 

It was the staff *s intent to review sixty-nine of the proposals 
funded. To be excluded from the review were the two projects. Assessing 
the Impact of Vocational Education Research and Development on Vocatjjwal 
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Education Programs and Vocational Education Progiram Dissemination, Phase 
III, with which its s^eaff is involved. During the data collection- period 
nine proposals receiving funding for fiscal year 1982 were not available 
for review. list of the nine proposals not included in thi's review can 
be found in Appendix A-2. 

During.data collection, proposal abstracts and subsections of* 
.Section 5 - Narrative Description of the Project were copied from the sixty 
project proposals available for review. The subsections of Section 5 copied 
for more thorough review includedi Subsection 5.1, Introduction; Subsection 
5.5,\Dissemina'tion Planning Outline; Subection 5.6, Statement of Impact; and 
Subsettion 5.7, Time/Sequence Chart. These subsections were not in all 
cases labeled precisely according'^to the guidelines nor did' ^11 of the 
proposals reviewed contain all the subs'eclions identified ttf be photocopied.

The criteria used for identifying goal statements was that appearing in 
DVssemination of Vocational Education Program Improvement Products: A 
System^tic-^Model . It states that the dissemination goal relates to the.

.Fifteen labeled their dissemination planning outline or description with 
a topical heading only. .The remaining three labeled thi^ subsection 
with^ letter or number other than 5.5 and a topical heading. ' -

This definition differs from that used for 
target audiences of* Impact. The target audience of impact statements 
relates to the individuals, groups or institutions that could be affected 
by the^tivities of a research and development program improvement 
project; It is important that this difference be brought to the reader's 
attention because assuming that the target audience when** not identified in 
the dissemination subsection can be identified from other subsections 
could be risky. For example,, the target audience for impact might 'be 
limited English proficiency students but the target audience for dissemi- 
nation of a limited English proficiency project^ s outputs could be the 
teachers of these students, --^ ^ 

As Figure 2 shows, 5f the thir^ty-nine proposals containing a dissemi- 
nation planning^outline or d^scr^^'ption of dissemination plans, a target* 
audience(s) for projects' outputs is identified in twenty-nine of the

Thirty of the thirty-nine proposals w^ich contain a dissemination 

planning outline ,or description of dissemination plans have activities 

planned which wil\move their target audience into level II (Decision).

^decision (level III) and ten contain activities to provide assistance in 

implementation (Level IV). 

Appendix J shows the extent of dissemination which may be assumed for 

individual projects (for proposals containing. a subsection on dissemi- 

nation) based on dissemination activities identified.

- The dissemination planning tfUtline does not request that proposal 

writers identify who or what^agency will be responsible for disswination of 

project Improvement outputs. There seems to be afi implicit assumption that 

•project ^aff assume this responsibility in toto; howe^r, some proposal 

writers plan to use other persons and agencies in disseminating their outputs. 

Of the 39 proposals having a dissemination planning outline or des- 
cription of dissemination plans, 7 (17.95%) identified who or what agency 
will be responsible for dissemination while 32 (82.05%) did not identify the 
persons or agencies responsible for dissemination. * 

When other agencies are to be used for -<iissemination, they tend to Be 
existing agencies with a dissemination focus ^such as ERIC and the Curriculum 
Publications Clearinghouse. For many project outputs the Illinois State. 
Board of Education is the designated agency for* disseminatj^on. 

Where other ^agencies are to be used for dissemination of a project's 
output, there were no plans relating to how tbj^ project staff would, cooperate, 
coordinate and/or collaborate with the disseminating agency;

spneid along the continuum of dissemination assistance levels. This is 
appropriate since the proposals are continuation proposals and the levels 
of assistance (based on their d issenfination activities) should ha-ve been 
progressive aver the funding phase. 

There -appears to be a good balance between the types of activities 
proposed in efficiency antpeffectiveness. For example, workshops, in-' 
servfce, and conference presentations are efficient waysto'move larger 
numbers of the ta^et aud.i^e to understanding (yvel 2) and decisioji^. 
(levfel 3). Technical ass instance jind project/jtaf f contacts can increase

Technical assfstance ns defined differently by proposal writers and 
includes a-variety of activities incliJcMng phone calls, Jetters, on-site 
consultation, etc, so it is difficult to know what level of assistance is 
being, delivered by ^this aqtivity. In fact, some definition of the various 
dissemiTTSftion activities would be. helpful in determining .the actual level 
of dissemination reached as a result of the activiti&f if proposal writers 
were using the same definitions when classifjihg. their activities.
